Twice already the APT had to prove its met 
tie within tins peculiar alliance of overlap, one 
error, one hit. in tliat order 

On Tuesday, Jan 14 some students in front 
of the Ad. Building frustrated at walking ciicles 
began chanting. "On strike s!mt it down " The 
teachers on that line witlulrew, claiming legal 
advice- -they bind themselves to legal forms for 
the sake of sanction, self image and strategy 
The new Teaching Assistants Local 1928 also with 
drew down to the library, leaving tlie students 
TWLF and white leaders, who had been on the mam 
legal Picket line along 19th Avenue trickled 
down to the Ad. Building 

When an Administrator appeared to warn that 
continued chanting would bring mass arrest, TWLF 
leaders said that chanting was everybody's separ 
ate thing' -they wouldn't stop it. There were 
maybe 300 of us doing what it felt right to dO: 
despite the tactical lessons learned before Christ- 
mas and then suddenly the trap closed We were 
surrounded by cop-squads on three sides, the fourth 
side being the Ad, Building. Face off, that "this 
15 it"feeling The cops won't let you back through 
A crowd gathers, coming off the 19th Avenue line, 
on the other side of the trap. And then, inex- 
plicably, the cops opened a corridor tor us and 
we squeezed through, "Squeezed through" is right 
The cops could have sorely split the students 
from the AFT by moving right then but thev miss 
ed their chance 

There was nothing'^fha^ *^§uring the rest of 
that week, though it is reported that 2000 John 
Doe warrants have been issued and mass arrest is 
an obvious risk. After the kicking, heating sad 
ism that^s taken place in paddy wagons, nobody 
can have that good, civil rightsy feeling about 
mass arrest. 

Until Friday there were daily raids on the 
mam picket line, some on outstanding warrants, 
some simply from viciousness and bastardy They 
complain about rocks and bottles, what do they 
expect when they smash the first people they 
can get their clubs on? 


'Phe APT’S other moment came after the 
Stnte got Its no-strike. no-pickct injunc 
tion on the only m-America grounds that 
state law does not specifically allcw a teach 
ers strike (On these grounds, breathing is 
illegal ) The APT membership voted unani 
mousiy the next morning to defy the injunc- 
tion qua union irather than qua individual 
as some had proposed), and not to try to ex 
elude students from "their" picket line 

All in all. the AFT ended the week with 
a net gain

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GUANTANAMO nXlLlTS: UARlNi; r.SCAl'I-, OR HK, HOAX

NEW YORK (,LNS) -- 'I'he establishment press 
made much hay out of a recent "daring escape" by 
nearly a hundred Cuban refugees, who allegedly 
crashed through Cuban security to enter the U b.- 
run Guantanamo Naval Base According to press 
reports, several dozen Cuban tamriiGS were in 
on the escape, which had been planned for weeks- 

The press reports indicate that there was 
more to the "escape" than meets the eye Not 
all of the emigres -- who were blown to Miami -- 
were on the famous escape truck, leading some 
observers to suspect that the U S. government 
may have invented or exaggerated tlie tale, 

IVhat now seems likely is that tlie U.S used the 
incident or invented it to violate the treaty 
arrangements concerning the orderly arrangements 
for Cuban exiles to come to the U.S. from Cuba 
These arrangements allow for one plane daily 
from Havana, but make no provision for refugees 
to leave Cuba via Guantanamo. 

The incident provides some lessons on the 
naiuie of propaganda, objectivity and news 
engineering- 

The story was magnified in the press through 
the elaborate efforts of the State Department, 
which arranged for reporters to be in Miami when 
the exiles arrived. The exiles did their part by 
providing reporters with just the right kind of 
quotes, like "everyone in Cuba is going mad" -- 
tales which are completely contradictory to any- 
thing American visitors have seen with then own 
eyes 

The New York Times man on the story, Juan dc 
Onis, an old Latin American hand, gave the best 
performance in journalistic nonsense De Onis 
knows full well chat millions ot Latin Americans 
in poverty-stricken, repressive countries vvouid 
like to abandon their homes to come to the United 
States, where hunger at least is not a generalized 
fact of daily life for most people. These 
millions, of course, cannot come to the US 
because our government won’t allow it. Poverty- 
stricken Indians in Peru, for example, who stormed 
a Green Beret camp to escape th e i r misery, w ould 


not be flown to Mi.'imi They would probably he 
shot, or at least turned over to Peruvian 
authorities for prosecution as criminals- But 
I)c Onis writes about tlie few score Cubans -- 
perhaps active counter- revolutionaries , perhafjs 
opportunists, perhaps nothing more than 
oidinaiy people tired of the hard work demanded 
01 them [>y Revolutionary Cuba -- without any 
mention ot the Latin American context he kriovvs 
so well And The Times editors put it on pa^c 
one 

In a subsequent article, De Onis used the 
(uiantarictmo escape as a peg to write about the 
iaL,k of popularity of Castro Only lO per v.tnt 
of the people support the regime, he said. Onl> 
a tew months before, on a visit to Cuba, the 
same reporter said that support tor Castro was 
Overwhelming 

Cuban officials told LNS that De Onis has 
been permanently barred from Cuba The Fimes 
might call this an attempt by Cuba to keep 
Americans from finding out the truth -■ bat the 
Guantanamo incident shows that what passes lor 
truth ^an be mendaeious indeed

Thj.s 
has been a problem and it wiii probably aiwayS bo 
a problem in a society where the pooi have no ^ay 
in how the society is run where the dispo:5:3e.5:3cd 
have no compelling reason tor really wanting to 
exist or to make things better. Iht day ot the 
eccentric millionaire is ovci unieso you can in 
vent something that is going to clean up the aix 
ot New York City. 

We must begin to understand that thi^ is a 
new era in the Movement today. it an era in 
which black and white people are going to ha\,c to 
move together to work in a c^n^ c r uc 1 1. v ^ gioupi.ng 
that will have a great impact ori the pi^::>ent 
structure of this country- Ihc pressure in the 
next two to tour years is going to be heightened 
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t r enicntlous 1 y because the white power stiucture 
1.-, Mnaiiy beginning to realize that the Mowcmeiit 
iS not only made up of human 1 tai lans and pea^c 
far demonstrators These people wish to create 
revolution These people Wish to o^erthrol^ tfic

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HEALTH PROBLEM, CARBON MONOXIDE POISONING 
by the LNS Radical Science Info Service 

NEW YORK (LNSj -- Carbon Monoxide (CO) has 
become a major problem in human health, accord 
mg to an article in the Dec. 20 issue of Science 
magazine. 

The authors of the article John R. Gold 
smith and Stelphen A. LandaW;. point out that the 
amount of CO present in the blood of city-dwell 
ers and cigarette smokers has been shown to in 
terfere with oerformance on intelligence, response: 
and coordination tests. 

The mam producers of CO -- which is highly 
toxic -- are automobiles and cigarettes. Cars 
produce about 8,3. million pounds of the stuff 
each day m New York, Concentrations of about 
5 per cent per fluid volume of blood are found in 
city folk and cigarette smokers . {Presumably, it 
may be even higher for citv- dwelling cigarette 
smokers ) 

The health danger comes from the phenomenon 
called anoxia, lack of oxygen, which causes the 
cells in our body to begin to malfunction and 
die. Brain cells are particularly sensitive. 
Anoxia produces headaches, dizziness and a 
general low feeling. 

Here’s the scientific explanation: oxygen 
is carried from the lungs to the ceils by a 


sTH'cial protein in red blood cells called hemo 
c,lobin Ucmoglolmn is very good at picking up 
and carrying oxygen (()')), but by a quirk of na- 
ture. It IS even better at picking up carbon 
monoxide. A very tiny amount of CO can tie up 
a lot ot hemoglobin, which means that there isn t 
cnoug/h hemoglobin available to caxi> oxvgen. The 
/esult IS anoxia. 

Presumably, nature didn't expect there to 
be much (Ti around, since CO is produced by burn 
ing.. and there wasn’'t much burning when life got 
started on this planet. 

A cigarette smoker can stop if he feels the 
etfects of anoxia. Rut kids in the slums can t 
stop traffic. 
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NEW PAf^TNHRS: CRIMINOLOGY AND PHARMACOLOGY

PORTLAND, Ore. (LNS) - ■ How can new devei 
opments in pharmacology help police departments 
'’restrain violent people'" without producing 
charges of police brutality? This was the ques 
tion posed at a symposium held here recently The 
panel members were a professor of psycho- phai 
macology at the Hniversity of Oregon Medical 
School, an associate director of law enforcement 
programs in the Urban Studies Center ot Portland 
State College; and a doctor whose speciality is 
internal medicine. 

The discussion went something like this, 
f). [Ip to this point we have been talking tor the 
most part about a situation which involves an 
assailant threatening or attacking, I would doahi 
that MaCH is very helpful in the case of a man 
escaping ivhat .uvn of weaponry do we current! v 
have to meet this sort of situation, aside from 
the handgun? 

A This is where the proposed tranquilizer gun 
would be of value. There are two types of agents 
that have been used on animals for precisely 
this purpose. One would be the neuro -muscular 
blocking agents, like curare or succiny Ichol me ; 
which produce a paralvsis of all skeletal muscles 
of the body. The danger with thiF is that the 
small differences between dosages which promote 
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a decree of paralysis and wlnc*> cause 

a complete naralx'sis fidtere one' cannot ('ven 
breathe). This then is one' o^' ihc major ha 
cards in the use of neuro muscular liiockinp 
agents, The second t\pe of nossihlv useful 
drugs would he the t ranau i 1 i ;.crs ') lu' problem 
here is that few of t''cse agenTs act mncklv 
enougli unless delivered in ver\' high doses 
which in the case ot tlie phcnotli i az i nes (a 
kind of tranou 1 1 1 zer ) might produce enough of 
a blood pressure drop to cause collansc on that 
basis alone. But I think it would be ouite 
possible to develop something along these lines. 

I could also visualize a dart gun of anomot - 
phine which induces vomiting, wliich should lie 
a pretty effective w'ay of slowing a person tiown. 
At this point, however, none ot our current 
drugs IS likeiv to l^e ;iOpliuahle for oolicc use. 
But r think it very likely that some appropriate 
ones could be developed. 

0. Before we leave this area I'd like to see 
some discussion of one further class of drugs 
which might be useful as agents to stop the man 
attacking or the man escaping -the hallucinogens 
themselves UTiat about spraying your assailant 
witli LSD or D^IT (dimethy It ryptam i nc ) or TCH 
(tetrahydrocannabinol } ? 

A. LSn would not work simply because it takes 
some 45 minutes to take ettect [ed this seems 
dubious J . 1 thinks would he too hazardous, 

with too drastic effects on the autonomic ner 
vous system, such as changes in the heart rate, 
blood pressure, and the like There wouldn't 
he enough of a safetv factor here But liUb if 
one could deliver it. might be a potential e.»n 
didate The effect woultl be rapid enough, hut 
Ticrhaps not intense enough to produce much dis 
organization of behavior unless euite higli 
dcses were used The Army lia:^ developed cii- 
tcria for the ideal psychoactive i nca pae 1 1 :it i ng 
agent, one which would have an etlectivc tlosc 
only one one hundredth of tlu^ lethal dose 
It IS possible that 'MIC wi'uid sati.d.v' rhia cri- 
teria.

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TEAR GAS. INFOPdlATlON AN'D ADVICE 
by the LNS Radical Sci ]nto Service 

NEW YORK (^LNSj - What is tear gas, and 
what can victims do about it? 

Perhaps the best known riot control oi bar 
rassing agent (.to use the designation of the Re 
port on Properties of War Gases published by 
the Edgewood Arsenal) is ortho chlorohenzai 
malonitrile, or CS- 

The original British Government patent tor 
CS (r? 967660, dated Nov. 14, i960j indicates 
that 1 to 8 mg. per cubic meter of air is "enough 
to drive all but the most determined persons out 
of it within a few seconds " 

Tear gasses seem to work by reacting with 
parts of organic molecules in ceils, altering 
the cellular molecule and preventing it trom 
functioning The tear gasses ate general poi 
sons, attacktng many cells and mciny parts ot 
cells. They probably attect eyes and throat 
most because those are the mobt exposed sensi- 
tive surfaces. 

Samples of CS obtained by Dr. h. Kahn a 
French scientist invest i gat i ng ioi the Bertrand 
Russell War Cimrcs Frihunal in Vietnam, killed 
mice exposed tor 6 12 hours to ahoui 2t)0 mg 
per cubic meter 'I'he samples were trd;en from 
a large drum clearly narked w i r It M.S. ordnance 
numbers .

Dimethyl sulfoxide ( OMSCt j 
n.is heen .-:,hown jncreasc* the penetration 
of soman nerve gas j through the skin ot 
guinea pigs. 

In general CS and other tear gasses are 
not very water soluble, hut they are soluble 
in organic solvents. 

Theretore. vaserine or other gre ases 
Diohajrj^y are not gy^d things to sm ear on to pr o- 
te^c_^the face and hands (since the chemical 
agents would tend to dissolve in the grease 
and thu.-^ r^ach the skinj. Probably the best 
protective cream would he a goo of polyvinyl 
Oyiroiidone (FVPj iCeneral Aniline and Film 
corporation holds the II. S. patent, number 275 
S4245, Issued July i (") . l9S6). or jello or some 
other protein gelatin (Knox s unfiavoxed, etc , j 
Tills goo i 1 1 be water -based and so th.e agents 
shouiJ i.or dissolve so readily (although the 
penetrating agent in Mace may complicate things. j 
in addition cvsteine oould be dissolved 
in the cieani to help inactivate the agent.

Most Army gas masks are basically a filter 
of activated charcoa] that tends to tran tear gas. 
A bag of commercial chunk activated cliarcoal 
might work as a primitive gas mask. Powdered 
activated charcoal is trickier to use, because 
It is so fine that it tends to he inhaled, mix 
ing It with a matrix of glass wool and enclosing 
completely in a gauze hag moistened with bakinv> 
soda in water or tliin goo solution might wor’:. 

A cloth saturated wit’-^ baking ^oda solution 
or goo solution might he some help. 

Anything between \ ou .and. the gas is better 
than nothing. 

Many of the tear gas n^'cnarations used tend 
to settle towards the ground, bo not lie down in 
a gas attack, do not hide in a closed space with 
in the area of attack. Do not let anyone lie down 
unless they have a good gas mask and adequate 
skin protection. 

Try to hold your breath and retreat as soon 
as possible, and, if possible, unwind. Know which 
way the wind is blowing. Remember that tear 
gas is very unpleasant and ultimately, deadly. 

Try to get a good breath betore the gas bits and 
don't panic, scream or do anything else to use 
up oxygen and make you need to Uieathe fast.

They 
pushed their way into the apartment, searched it 
and left- -refusing to identify themselves or give 
their badge numbers. On the 9th they opened the door 
and seemed surprised that people were home. They 
asked for Vlasits and left. 

6- On Nov. 22, Vlasits was detained in Char- 
lotte after a meeting with high school students , for 
allegedly carrying drugs. The cops found no drugs, 
but questioned him for 2 and one half hours about 
the SSOC literature he had with him. 

7- Various groups, including SSOC, joined the 
United Anti-War Mobilization Front to work with GI’s. 
Twelve people were at Fort Bragg, two leaf letting 
and 10 waiting in cars, when all of them were ar- 
rested, including a University of North Carolina 
student newspaper reporter. The charge, breaking a 
law prohibiting ’’pickets, demonstrations, sit-ins, 
protest marches, or similar activities" on mil] 

tary bases. Four were convicted: the two leaf- 
letters got 6 month suspended sentences (with 
probationj and the driver of the car got 3 months 
suspended, and the reporter got a choice $S0 
or 60 days. 

8. On Nov. 26, the federal judge in the Past- 
ern District of North Carolina notified Vlasits of 
a hearing the following day to "show cause" why the 
bond for his draft case should not he reioked i^for 
the Nov. Sth conviction). The judge’s primary con- 
cern was Vlasits, organizing activities. The lawyer 
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X \mc to rcplv and there has been no dis 
nos 1 1 1 on yet . 

9. On Nov. 27 six cops came to Cooper's 
ana Riiiiiley's apartment again, with two warrants 
for people that nobody at the apartment had 
ever heard of. Asked if they were search war 
rants, the cops replied "No, we don't need them 
The door was closed and Kicked down immediately, 
the cons didn't find their "suspects" and Jeft 
Seconds later, the door was kicked in again 
as the cops proudly admitted in court Rumley 
and ('ooper were arrested for profanity (damn), 
and for orotanity and assault on an officer 
with a deadly weapon (a ball point pen which 
tlie police couldn't produce in court). They 
were both convicted and fined a total of S119. 

Additional "minor" harrassment 

a. Cars - Occasionally SSOC folks get less 
than a block from their homes before being 
stopped , 

b. Failure to investigate complaints one 
SSOC-aftiliated couple was told that a robbery 
of their house could not be investigated be 
cause "majority and minority groups were pre- 
sent" at a party there, 

c. Preauent FBI cind SBl investigations 
for new movement people, including thieats and 
intimidation of parents of high schoolers, 

d Rumors of conspiracy charges being 
brought against SSOC 

Repression in North Carolina has taken two 
forms, i) an attack on movement activities to 
stop them and scare new people, and 2) an attack 
on organizers to keep them from working and 
to drain them tinancialiy. While the first form 
hasn’t been etfective the second has put 
North Carolina's SSOC in debt about $1300 and 
may soon put two organizers in jail. 

A liurham- Chapel Hill chapter of SCAR v Steer 
ing Committee Against Repression) has formed and 
plans to move against the cops. It has been 
difficult to raise money to pay for the cost ot 
legal representation for these organizers -most 
iiberals can T see how these charges are re- 
lated to repression.

(LNS) ■ T!ie Steering (’oin- 
mittee Against Repression (SC’AR) a coalition of 
Southern -based movement groups wlucli was formed 
last January, is being re- organized and, iiope- 
fully, strengthened. Tlie purpose is to take the 
offensive against the growing repression of 
movement groups in the black, student, and poor 
communit les 

SCAR was formed originally by tlie Student Non- 
violent Coordinating Committee [SNCC), the South- 
ern Christian Leadership Conference t_SCLC) , the 
Mississippi Freedom Democratic Party (MFDPJ , the 
Delta Ministry, the Southern Student Organizing 
Committee (SSOC) ^ the Southern Conference Edu- 
cational Fund (SCEFJ , and Flighlander Center. 

At a recent re-organization meeting at High 
lander in Knoxville there were representatives 
from communities in North Carolina, Texas, Miss- 
issippi and Tennessee, where recent arrests and 
harassments by police have hampered the movement. 
There were reports of similar stepped-up re- 
pression in Florida and other states. 

SCAR has the cooperation of the Law Center 
for Constitutional Rights, represented by Attor- 
neys Arthur Kinoy and William Kuntsier, and the 
Lawyers Constitutional Defense Committee (LCDC), 
based in 'Iississippi and Louisiana, and also 
national movement groups. 

The principle of SCAR is that '*an injury to 
one IS an injury to alP* and that people and groups 
working to change the society must "hang together 
lest they hang separately.” 

The idea is to pool resources on securing of 
legal counsel and in public campaigns to arouse 
support and protest when movement people are 
jailed and otherwise harassed. This was done 
through SCAR to a limited extent last year in 
Nashville, Knoxville, Louisville, and I'lississ- 
ippi. It IS anticipated that with the cooperation 
of more grass-roots groups across the South more 
can be done this year.

The airlines, in I'act, .uc 'plit on t!ic 
matter Some are concerned a[>out^ "al)use" ui' 
the youth fare privilege. Hiuicd Air Linos, 
according to the Wall Street Journal, is also 
’’concerned about the appearance and aroma oi 
some youthful travelers,. ” United says 
their policy is that all passengers "must look, 
act and smell normal. Needles.^ to say, a fevv 
youth passengers don't conform to these cri- 
teria. " 

One old man wrote Aiaerican Airlines, "It's 
the policy towards the draft-dodging kids tliat 
bug me. They should be made to fly on the 
same terms 1 fly on." 

Other "abuses" that concern the air mo- 
guls include kids making false leservations 
so there will be plenty of staad-by room, and 
youngsters buying tickets for their slightly 
older friends, (Imagine! J Ajaerican told the 
CAB that "a nice lady about "2 years old showed 
up with her granddaughter’s youth card and a 
ticket and attempted to get on a flight " Ihey 
bounced the granny. "It was \/ery embarassing," 
said the American official 

Actually, most of the airiines support 
the policy, despite the freeloaders and smelly 
types. After all, most of them wouldn ^ : have 
been able to afford flying, otherwise, and they 
usually take up seats that v*Jould have been emp- 
ty. 

Because of complaints about the stand-b> 
po,Licy, several airlines now sell youth card 
holders confirmed tickets i.a guarantee not to 
get bounced in WaukeganJ at only a third dis- 
count . 

More than 5 million kids rode the big 
birds at reduced rates last year, more than 
double the year before. The airlines figure 
the kids'll get hooked on flying, and will 
keep coming back for more, even after they're 
too old to fly cheap. Northwest Airlines 
"vice president, sales" Robert J. bright, 
told the CAB: "A fare motivation lo get th.ose 
young people in the air, we think, is abso- 
lutely necessary in order to have the load

Crowley said he chased the assailant, seeing 
at this time that he had a knife. Crowley says 
when he fumed to see over his shoulder if the 
cops were on their way, he was slashed in the back, 
a moment later, he says, Ben was busted. He ident- 
ified Ben as the one who stabbed McGilley, the 
one he chased, and the only one around when he 
himself was stabbed. Hastings, a later witness, 
confirmed the last part of this identification. 
McGilley, after showing his wounds, and saying 
that he had got a Purple Heart in Vietnam, said he 
didn't see who stabbed him. 

So the entire fgetual prosecution case rested 
on Crowley’s identification^ witli a second from 
Hastings. The defense set out not oniv to ques* 
tion this identification, hut also to set up a clear 
picture of the behavior of t^e servicemen as well. 

The praise-worthy defense attorney, William 
Homans, had just finished a stint on Or. Spock’s 
defense team. He produced seven witnesses, in- 
cluding Ben himself, a cop, two disinterested 
passers-by and three hippies to support his case. 

Crowley had said Ben wore a "colored^' head- 
hand. Witnesses attested that Ben wore either a 
black kerchief or else no headgear at ail. Crow 
ley couldn't describe the knife, so the defense 
witnesses, first Alex Krazeskv and then Ren, ad 
mitted that Ben had a knife. The cop said a 
knife found at the scene had neither Mood nor 
fingerprints on it. The defense entered it as 
an exhibit. The prosecution handed it to Ren and 
said, ''Close it." It had a trick catch, hut might 
well have been Ben’s lost knife, and he closed it 
without so much as stretcBine himself.

The defense witnesses gave a nuite differ- 
ent scenario of the night's adventure from 
that which Crowiev pictured, A lay minister 
named french who was also an elementary sc" c :

He testified he 
heard the men sav, "Come on let's get them. The 
cons will believe us, not them." He then saw 
them attack and choke a hippy. The n.A. tried 
to ma'-e french appear a neurotic faggot be- 
cause he hadn't finished his course at Union 
Theological .Seminary and was single. A woman 
had seen someone other than Ben chased out of 
the crowd, knocked down and finally arrested hv 
the cops Hhere was he, who had fled at about 
the time of the first stabbing? The cons had 
no record. 

The defense witnesses told a storv of Ben’s 
activity which directly contradicted Growley's 
tale. It seems Ben, at the time of the stabbing 
of ^'cGiilev. had his hands full with other prob- 
lems He was being slowlv backed down the same 
allev frowley savs he was running down headlong. 

He was faced off against three "straights," 
with bricks and boards, fne hit him with a niank 
tearing his finger, 'fhnn he was finally hacked 
against a car, he held off the attackers by point 
ing his knife at one and saving, "If anyone attack 
me. this guy will be sorry." Tt was a stalemate 
and The straights started to leave. That’s when 
The cons busted Ren.

Of course he doesn't smoke 
pot. Of course not. 

Another witness for the defense testified 
that he had tried to cool the tense scene at the 
Commons by getting all the hippies off t^e streets 
and into the Arlington Street Church. Thb H.A, 
asked him: ’’Did you want them all to go in and 
pray?” 

By the end of the fourth day of the trial, 
we felt very downhearted. The constant abuse by 
Zolkind and the obfuscating formalities of the 
court left us pessimistic. 

After the verdict we shared champagne in 
the lawyer's office, still a bit numb with sur-
